HOME AND SCHOOL 


One of the most fruitful meetings 
by this Association as to “doing 
things” was held Monday evening 
when, following a very earnest and 
beneficial address by Dr. Giffin, vari- 
ous resolutions were passed which, 
when put into action, will benefit the 
health of growing children and thence 
the community. 

The Dr. gave a_ very lucid talk on 
the safeguards of innoculation against 
various diseases, and quoted figures 
from authorities proving the unques- 
tionable benefit. 

Resulting from the discussion. 

Dr. Giffen moved that swimming 
for school children be made compul- 
sory and placed on the curr;culum 
throughtout Canada. 

Information re Social Diseases 
should also be properly explained to 
all boys and girls from the ages of 8 
or 9 up. These talks to be given by a 
Doctor or Competent Nurse. 

A resolution to the Strathmore 
School Board that all children enter- 
ing school for the first time in the 
Fall should be medically examined 
was passed. 

These three items justified the hold 
ing of the meeting but this was not 
all. 

Mrs. Thurston and Mr. McMurray 
each gave very interesting reports of 
the recent Convention. Space for- 
bids a very detailed report, hence the 
high lights only. 

Composite schools in rural areas 
are coming and will a boon to rural 
children. 

Previously 90% of the pupils have 
been guided into matriculation; now 
more vocational subjects are holding 
interest. 

Education of youth is the main con- 
structive building for the future, and 
the Department of Education must be 
on its toes to keep in touch with the 
trend of the times. 

The Home and School Creed is to 
produce the best in National life. 

Scholarships instead of Cenotaphs 
and Memorials were recommended. 

Miss Alice Meighans method of 
teaching the Chinese was rated very 
highly. 

Mrs. Thurston stated the Home and 
School is increasing in value and so 
recognized right across Canada. 

Both speakers emphasized the 
splendid and progressive work of Mr. 
Bercusson. Mrs. Thurston told of his 
talk on “The Lighted School House”, 
where the school wou'd be used for 
fuller activities, and emphasized the 
need for Adult Education. 

As a sample a Community Centre 
in Calgary for grades 10 - 11 - 12 was 
held Friday evening where Dramatics 
and Music were taught winding up 
with a dance. 

Adult classes had been arranged in 
Edmonton with an enrollment of 600 
when the sponsors had hoped for 200. 

Mr. Crowther and Mr. Ringdahl ex- 
plained the Display of Pupils Work 
which was found most interesting. 

Mr. Ringdahl urged parents to avoid 
reference to hot weather in July be- 
ing unfavorable for writing exams, 
As a matter of fact all Westerners 
know that May or early June may be 
hotter than July. 

Emphasizing the unfavorable side 
has a_ very bad psychological effect 
the speaker said, which may go so far 
as to result in failure in exam. 

Guests from Calgary are expected 
at the May meeting. 

Dr. Giffin stressed the benefits of a 
Health Unit and urged establishing 
one at the earliest possible moment. 
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to The Future 


a responsibility that can best be ful- 
filled by co-operation and tolerance. 

Realization of what is possible for 
the futuré should be our objective, 
What intensified irrigation has done 
in the building of farm homes, in- 
creasing the happiness of rural fam- 
ilies and stablizing agriculture, has 
been amply demonstrated. 

The possibilities of diversification 
are multiplied many times under ir- 
tigation. Today when people are pay- 
ing more and more attention to nutri- 
tional standards, opportunities for 
supplying this demand are unlimited, 
Production of high protien crops, such 
as alfalfa, are possible in this area on- 
ly under irrigation and will meet a 
ready market in supplying the require 
ments of feeders and producers of 
commercial feeds. 

Specialized production to meet ur- 
ban demands should be given every 
consideration. A ready market will 
be available for large quantities of 
garden produce and small fruits as 
well as dairy and poultry products. 
The widest use of irrigation should be 
encouraged to reach as near as pos- 
sible the potential of production of all 
products within this area. 


Although cereal crops will likely 
continue to be the major line of pro- 
duction, a balance as between cereals 
and livestock on each farm unit ts 
posible under irrigation. By rotation 
of forage crops soil fertility can be 
conserved and improved. 

The permanence of water delivery 
will undoubtedly encourage the sett- 
ing out of shelter belts and gardens, 
thus improving the appearance and 
appreciation of farm homes. What 
has been accomplished by some farm- 
ers within this area should be an in- 
centive for as Many as possible to do 
the same. Thought should be given 
to the setting aside of suitable acre- 
age in each community for a park and 
recreational centre. 

The possibility of irrigation should 
be taken full advantage of so that in 
future years our children will not say 
we wasted the resources that would 
have been so beneficial to them. 

The future is what we make it. The 
use we make of our irrigation system 


will determine the results we achieve.

On 15 
Occasions an exhibit of Alverta wheat 
has won an international champion- 
ship. Since 1911 exhibits of Alberta 
wheat at the International Grain and 
Hay show, Chicago, won world 
championships 14 times. The wheat 
competition at that great exhibition 
was discontinued in 1941. Between 
1929 and 1941, a period of 13 years, 
exhibits of Alberta wheat won world 
championships in 11 years.

It is given to few in this work-a-day 
world to see the beginning, growth 
and expansion of a great project such 
as the pioneer Western Irrigation 
District, with its Canal System plann- 
ed originally to water two fifths of a 
million acres; but such is the case 
with a few Officers of the Company 
still with us in Strathmore, and who, 
now the enabling legislation has been 
passed, will shortly hand over the con- 
trols to the Committee for future 
guidance. 

We have been asked by the Editor 
of the Strathmore Standard to write | 
something of the known advantages 
to our town and district accruing from 
this wonderful handiwork of man, but | 
having neither the penetrating mind | 
of a Richard J. Needham, nor the gift- 
ed pen of the Venerable Kemp; more- 
over our knowledge of the System of 
Canals, Flumes and Spilways is rath- | 
er less than that of Chief Muleface | 
himself, we must confine these lines ; 
to the good done in past years by em- 
ployees and their wives, many of} 


whom are no longer with us. 

Our list consists of fifty-seven out: | 
standing names of which the only two! 
originals now with the Department | 
are Mr. Ridley and Mr. Patrick, and 
our readers will agree readily that | 
without them, the past. thirty-five ; 
years here would have been dull in- 
deed. 

As Chief Engineer, A. S. Dawson 
took charge of Strathmore Headquart- 
ers in the early 1900’s, and while a 
great engineer and a man to get 
things done, he had little time to give 
to outside activities, but, happily, this | 
was more than offset by his gracious 
wife, who was soon heart and soul in 
the work of building the new St.' 
Michael’s Church, and when finished 
in 1910, Mrs. Dawson persuaded J. 8. 
Dennis, the General Manager to give 
both the bell and fower. In the fall 
of that year Mr Patrick returned with 
his bride and whatever other ameni- 
ties our (then) village lacked, we cer- 
tainly were as well off for social act- 
ivities as Emily Post’s home town. 
Brown’s Hall was well suited for all 
the Teas and Socials then held, and 
having no scruples about cards and 
dances for Church support, Mrs. Daw- 
son saw to it there was no lack of 
patronage by the boys of the staff, al- 
go our enjoyment compared most fav- 
ourably with that of the moderns — 
our dances, to the accompaniment of 
Mac hammering like a plumber on the 
piano —theirs to the “boop-a-doop” of 
countless saxaphones. 

On the Dawsons being moved to 
Bassano, where the great Dam was to 
be constructed, Mr. and Mrs. Stock- 
ton came to Strathmore, where a per- 
jod of much construction commenced 
all through the district, and the Canal 
Superintendents were busy men, as 
settlers were also pouring in. 

The Company was obliged to seek 
larger headquarters, and bought the 
Frank Imlay farm, on which the new 
and compact buildings, with surround. 
ing landscaped grounds, neat homes 
for the Staff, and a fine clubhouse for 
the many bachelors, were located in 
a beautiful setting.

Outstanding names such as Tommy

Great War), C. L. Dodge, Harold Mor- 
gan, W. F. Grafton, Sid Williams, 
Fred Cross, George Adams, H. Tomp- 
kins, Sam Slater, Pat Colbert, John 
Kelsey and H. B. Hervey, the Origin- 
al Operating Engineer, occur to us as 
examples of sterling citizens at a time 
when the influence of such was need- 
ed in the West. 

When Mr. Ridley brought his bride 
to Strathmore there were few stream- 
lined household conveniences and it 
is ever to the credit of Mrs. Ridley 
and so many other brides who follow- 
é@fi, that they not only buckled down 
to things as they were, but quickly 
cheerfully, and helpfully placed them- 
selves on the side of those striving to 
make our district worthwhile living 
and working in, while their work for 
both Church and School all through 
the years must have been heart-warm 
ing for Ministers and Teachers alike. 

If we look for a cultural monument 
in our midst, the lovely G. W. V. A. 
(now Canadian Legion) Hall keeps 
fragrant the memory of yet another 
member the Staff, Douglas French, 
whose energetic leadership inspired 
the whole community to take active 
part in this splendid enterprise, un- 
deniably a true cultural and social 
centre for town and district. Critic- 
ally hurt while serving with the R. A.

) away from diminishing wheat returns 
and toward a program in which irriga- 
tion can play a very important part. 

I am personally very glad that the 
farmers of the Western Section have 
chosen to form the Western Irrigation 
| District and to take over and operate 
the Western Section Irrigation Sys- 
tem. I feel that this also voices the 
official feeling of this Company. The 
Company has demonstrated its gooda 
will in the matter by its very suDb- 
stantial contribution to the District 
funds. All of us feel sure that the 
farmers and their District organiza- 
tion can operate soundly and make a 
growing and conspicuous success of 
the Western Irrigation District. It ts 
only because of that belief and the 
belief that irrigation is very especially 
a type of enterprise which can best be 
handled by the farmers themselves 
in a co-operative organization that the 
Company was willing to make its con- 
tribution.

| the crops on irrigated land should be 
|‘Yrrigated crops,” such as grass, al-

When 1 came ito this Town thirty 
years ago an irrigation system in this 
district had been planned and was in 
operation a few years before | came. 

During World War I prices’ for 
farm products were such that in some 
cases the returns for a one-yeur crop 
were sufficient to pay in full for the 
land; besides land prices had jumped 
so that the matter of the C. P. R, 
making large profits was forgotten, 
There the matier ended, and feelings 
between the farmers and the C. P. R. 
became, and remained, cordial. 

For reasons best known to 
selves the C. P. R. decided to quit op 
erating the irrigation system and de 
cided to approach the faimers as to 


them- 


taking the whole thing over. Nego- 
tiations between these parties were 
carried on with a Committee repre- 


senting the farmers by a body of men 
prominent in municipal Mat- 
| ters, under the adivce of ex-Premier 
Brownlee. 

After negotiations had been com- 
pleted the Committee reported to the 
contract holders. Much credit is due 
to that Committee in getting so fav 
ourable terms owing to the reason- 
able attitude o fthe C. P. R. in giv- 
ing what may be regarded as gener- 
ous terms. 

The Committe had quite a job in 
getting contrart holders to take a fair 
proportion of water; many who could 
have done better took no more than 
the minimum. However, after some 
drumming around they raised the 
minimum so that Parliament could be 
approached to give its imprimatur, 
which it eventually did after some 
opposition had been overcome. 


Too much praise cannot be given to 
the Committee who spent time and 
money to achieve success which has 
crowned their labours. I am _ sure 
that it is the earnest wish of all that 
the irrigation system as now inaugur- 
ated will run smoothly and be an un- 
qualified success.

About six years ago a considerable 
number of contract holders in the 
western section of the C. P. R. irriga- 
tion block became worried as to the 
outlook for irrigation because of the 
numerous cancellations of water ag- 
reements taking place, and it appear 
ed that the C, P. R. had definitely em- 
} ed on a policy of closing out the 


rrigation part of their operations. 
At the 1942 annual meeting of the 


ratepayers of Bow Valley M. D. 219 
there was brought to the attention of 
the meeting the seriousness of the 
ituation. As a result of the discus- 


ion a motion was passed asking the 
unicipal Council to take steps to en- 
deavor to remedy this condition if at 
all possible. Invitation was extended 


to the six Municipalities within the 
boundaries of the irrigation district 


to meet at Strathmore to discuss this 
roblem, 

The meeting was held in  Strath- 
more early in April 1942 and a com- 
mittee was set up with Don McKinnon 
M. L. A. as chairman and with six M. 
D.’s having two or more members 
acting on the Committee. 

M. McKinnon contacted Mr. James 
Gardiner, Minister of Agriculture in 
the Federal Government, both by let- 
ter and through Geo. Ross M. P. for 
Bast Calgary, and put the problems of 
the Western district before him and 
asked his aid in finding a solution. 

The committee held a number of 
meetings and went over the whole 
situation very thoroughly and from 
every angle and

The Railway Of- 
ficials were reluctant to work with the 
Committee as they pointed out that 
in the past they had met with other 
farmer committees and nothing had 
ever come out of the meetings, but 
they assured this committee that if 
they came to the company again as a 
properly constituted committee back- 
ed by authority of the residents of 
the district, the Company would be 
pleased to enter negotiations with the 
Committee, 

The committee then decided to hold 
two meetings in the district to as 
certain just what support could be ob- 
tained from the residents with the 
idea of retaining the irrigation § sys- 
tem. One meeting was held in Strath 
more and the other in Meadowbrook 
Hall, just north of Gleichen. Both

The negotiation committee held a 
great many meetings with the’ Rail- 
way company and_ finally emerged 
with a deal which was considered as 
favorable as could be obtained, and 
proposed deal was sent to Montreal 
for the approval of the directors of 
the Railway Co. 

The committee of fifteen met and 
decided that if the proposal was ap- 
proved that a canvass of the district 
be made to obtain a signed acreage at 
$1.00 per acre and_ stock watering, 
both to yield a revenue of $70,000 per 
year. If this total was obtained the 
district was to take over the project 
from the Railway Co. A series of ten 
meeting were arranged for various 


points throughout the District to be 
held as soon as approval was receiv- 
ed from Montreal. These meetings 
started on December 138th., 1943 and 
during the week only a little over 20, 
000 aeres signed up, so the committee 
decided to use the radio to appeal for 
suppport to set a time limit for the 
returns to be in. 

When the large committee met t 


| total the results it was found that the 


total revenue would be just over $52, 
000. After a great deal of discussion, 
the committe decided to go ahead and 
complete the deal as the C. P. R. had 
intimated that they were willing tv 
complete the arrangements as they 
felt the acreage would increase as op- 
erations carried on under the new 
company and would in the end prove 
successful. 

The Negotiation Committee was 
therefore empowered to sign the ag 
reement with the C., P. R. and at this 


time Mr. Cammaert was added to the 


small committee as it was realized 
that the time was so short in which 
to complete the deal and have it rat- 
ified at Montreal and legislation pass- 
ed, in all probability this small com- 
mittee would have to be the first 
Board of Trustees. 

Approval of the Deal was received 
from Montreal and the agreement 
signed with the C. P. R. at Calgary 
on March 4th, 1944, 

The Legislation covering the Agree- 
ment and an 
Western Irrigation District was pre- 
sented to the Alberta Assembly but 
on March 21st. opposition develped 
and the committee was called to Ed- 
monton to appear before the Assemb- 
ly to defend the Bill covering the 
Western Irrigation JDistrict. The 
Bill was given the Third reading on 
March 24th., just one day before the 
Assembly prorogued,
